Gerri  Asplund,  Lethbridge, 
Canada  and  Robert  Thorne, 
Springville  were  named  by  the 
representatives  to  take  over  va- 
cated junior  posts  on  the  coun- 
cil and  Widtsoe  Shumway,  form- 
erly a member  of  the  Honor 
Council,  was  named  as  graduate 
representative.  All  of  these  ap- 
pointments were  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Honor 
Council. 

v LeRoy  Porter,  student  body 
president,  announced  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislative  Council 
will  undergo  an  examination  of 
the  ASBYU  constitution  in  their 
next  session.  Under  one  of  the 
recently  adopted  amendments  to 
the  constitution  all  representa- 
tives to  the  council  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  the  test,  and  will 
lose  voting  privileges  until  they 
can  pass  it. 

In  other  business  of  the  even- 
ing Russ  Mickelson  and  Dick  Ov- 
eson  delivered  committee  reports 
on  business  still  before  the  gov- 
erning group,  and  Kirk  Hart  was 
appointed  to  organize  a “keep  off 
the  grass  campaign.”

The  game  will  be  the  first 
home  encounter  played  in  over 
a month.  The  BYU  squad  is  ex- 
pected to  be  at  full  strength  for 
the  Friday  go. 

Joe  Richey  will  be  back  in  the 
line-up  after  a weekend  of  rest 
to  remedy  a generally  worn  out 
condition.  The  Cougars  minus 
Richey  faltered  last  week  to 
Montana  for  their  only  confer- 
ence loss  in  four  starts — all  play- 
ed away  from  home.  This  ties 
them  with  Colorado  A&M  for 
second  place,  with  records  of  3-1 
each. 

Coach  Watts  is  faced  with  the 
problem  of  matching  Wyoming’s 
height  but  with  Mateljan,  Jar- 
man and  Cowser  to  work  with, 
Watts  should  not  have  too  much 
trouble.  It  has  always  been  the 
practice  of  the  Y mentor  to  sac- 
rifice height  for  speed — a policy 
that  has  been  very  successful  in 
the1  past. 

Powerful  Wyoming  is  the  only 
unbeaten  team  in  the  conference 
and  sports  a 6-0  record,  with 
wins  over  Montana,  New  Mex- 
ico (twice),  Utah  State,  and  Den- 
ver-(twice).  Wyoming  has  play- 
ed most  of  her  games  at  home, 
however,  and  it  is  evident  that 
they  will  not  have  as  easy  a 
time  through  the  remainder  of 
their  schedule  as  they  had  at 
first.

JOHN  SCOTT  OF  TIME  SEES  PEACE 
IN  EUROPE  FOR  AT  LEAST  2 YEARS 


The  influence  of  America  on 
European  unity  was  the  subject 
of  the  forum  speech  Wednesday, 
by  John  Scott  of  Time  Magazine. 

Mr.  Scott  began  by  saying  that 
there  is  not  one  Europe,  but  two 
Europes — the  East  and  the  West. 
East  Europe  is  that  area  occupied 
by  Soviet  troops  after  the  war, 
and  presently  ruled  by  the  Com- 
munists. West  Europe  is  the  area 
outside  of  Russian  domination. 

The  political  union  of  Europe, 
sought  for  centuries  by  far-see- 
ing men,  is  receiving  renewed  im- 
petus because  of  the  East  and 
West  division.  The  Communists 
have  integrated  the  satellite  coun- 
tries into  an  economic  unit,  which 
is  more  efficient  than  the  west. 


This  is  forcing  West  Europeans  to 
think  more  of  union.  The  United 
States,  which  has  put  24  billion 
dollars  into  the  West  European 
economies,  since  the  war,  has  also 
exerted  a strong  influence  to- 
wards the  unity  of  Europe. 

The  difference  between  the  East 
and  the  West  is  further  appar- 
ent from  the  number  of  divisions 
each  could  at  present  put  into 
battle  in  case  of  war.  Western 
divisions  are  numbered  at  71, 
while  the  Eastern  section  of  Eur- 
ope has  106. 

Mr.  Scott  said  that  no  one  starts 
a war  unless  he  believes  he  can 
win  it,  and  that  the  strength  of 
Western  Europe  is  strong  enough 
to  keep  Russia  from  attacking  in 
1953  or  1954. 


ligion,  under  the  direction  of 
Stake  President  Golden  L.  Woolf.

The  much-publicized  fast  and 
testimony  meeting  has  now  been 
expanded  to  two  sessions,  so  that 
more  people  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate.  One  session 
is  held  immediately  after  Sunday 
School  and  the  other  in  evening. 
Thirty-six  to  48  priesthood  bear- 
ers are  needed  to  pass  the  sacra- 
ment. 

Campus  Branch  boasts  five  ac- 
tive auxiliaries:  Sunday  School, 
MIA,  Relief  Society,  genealogy 
committee,  and  servicemen’s  com- 
mittee. The  Sunday  School  is  the 
largest.  It  has  an  average  attend- 
ance of  about  1500  though  once 
there  were  2100  present.  The  20 
secretaries  record  attendance  over 
100  per  cent  every  Sunday. 

The  Sunday  School  has  grown 
since  its  organization  until  it  has 
had  to  move  some  of  its  classes 
into  the  science  building.  Its 
classes  cover  a variety  of  sub- 
jects. There  are  12  Gospel  Doc- 
trine Classes  besides  one  each  of 
temple  work,  genealogy,  New 
Testament,  Doctrine  & Covenants, 
ament,  Doctrine  & Covenants, 
marriage  and  and  its  prerequi- 
sites, and  fundamentals  of  Mor- 
monism.  Eighty-five  officers  and 
teachers,  including  35  enlistment 
committee  members,  lead  this 
auxiliary. 

800  in  MIA 

MIA  at  the  branch  is  on  the 
budget  except  for  money  raised  by 
different  classes  for  special  pro- 
jects of  their  own.  The  16  classes 
are  all  Jr.  M-Men  and  Jr.  Glean- 
ers and  M-Men  and  Gleaners  ex- 
cept one  special  interest  and  one 
drama  class.  About  800  students 


go  to  Mutual.  Helps  to  get  Golden 
& Silver  Gleaners,  and  Master 
M-Men  awards  are  also  offered. 

An  organization  within  the 
Mutual  that  is  worthy  of  note  is 
the  correspondence  committee. 
Organized  three  months  ago,  the 
group  writes  to  the  people  in 
several  foreign  missions  to  create 
friendly  relations.  Seventeen  ans- 
wers have  been  received. 

Genealogy  is  important  to  the 
members  of  Campus  Branch. 
Around  225  go  on  the  tri-weekly 
trip  to  the  genealogical  library  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  Excursions  to  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple  are  made  every 
two  weeks,  plus  three  excursions 
to  Manti,  and  one  to  Idaho  Falls 
every  year.  Classes  are  held  three 
times  a week  besides  the  regular 
Sunday  meetings. 

Even  Relief  Society 

The  Relief  Society  is  Campus 
Branch’s  newest  auxiliary.  It  was 
-organized  two.jnonths  ago  and 
already  has  jumped'  from  30  to 
161  attendance.  Their  first  major

There  is  even  some  consideration  at  the 
U to  pattern  their  programs  after  the  highly  successful  Brigham 
Young  efforts.  They  could  do  worse. 

Continued  support  of  these  necessary  ingredients  of  college  life 
is  essential  to  keep  them  successful.  Congrats  to  those  in  charge  and 
an  admonition  to  the  studentbody  to  increase  their  suport.

The  whole  problem  of  social  units  on  the  Y campus  is  with  us 
again  this  week.  With  rushing  well  underway  as  this  is  written,  it 
has  become  evident  that  some  units  may  be  flooded  with  so  many 
prospective  members  that  the  very  life  of  the  units  involved  may  be 
threatened. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  the  girls’  units,  where  pre-registra- 
tion showed  474  girls.  The  overwhelming  majority  of  these  girls,  it 
now  appears,  will  join  units. 

The  units  feel  that  they  will  lose  their  individuality  if  they 
climb  much  above  100  members.  One  the  other  hand,  it  has  become 
evident  that  a lot  of  the  units  are  sincerely  striving  to  maintain  the 
standards  set  up  by  the  University  to  govern  rushing — but  many 
feel,  with  a sort  of  hopelessness,  that  it  is  suicide  to  do  so. 

Social  units  are  certainly  to  be  commended  for  the  support  they 
have  given  the  CC,  and  to  IOC’s  rules  and  procedures.  They  must 
certainly  continue  to  follow  this  path.  To  deviate  from  the  demo- 
cratic principles  of  rushing,  now  employed,  would  defeat  the  pur- 
pose of  social  units  at  the  Y much  more  surely  than  the  threat  of 
increasing  numbers. 

The  problem  facing  the  CC  and  the  IOC  committee  is  to  devise 
some  system  of  determining  as  .nearly  as  possible,  those  students 
who  would  be  happy  in  a unit  and  who  would  benefit  the  unit  of 
their  choice.  We  do  not  believe  that  numbers  can  destroy  the  units, 
but  we  do  feel  that  disinterested  members  can.

Notwithstanding  all  its  advantages,  BYU  lacks 
something  that  few  colleges  in  the  world  lack! 

In  my ’mind,  that  thing  is  a mixture  of  peni- 
cillin, Greek  philosophy,  and  auto  mechanics;  for 
these  all  have  one  thing  in  common:  they  were 
once  just  thoughts. 

Don’t  quit  reading  in  disgust;  let  me  go  on.  . . 

Three  hundred  years  before  Christ,  the  noted 
university  in  Alexandria,  Egypt,  had  that  some- 
thing we  lack.  They  had  a central  location  where 
all  the  masterminds  of  the  age  could  come  and 
trade  thoughts,  mix  opinions,  build  upon  one 
another's  ideas,  and  experiment. 

The  sciences  of  today  had  their  practical  birth 
during  this  period.  When  we  get  shot  with  peni- 
cillin, we  probably  didn’t  realize  that  while  it  is  a 
very  recent  discovery,  its  general  quest  dates  back 
to  Ptolmey  Egypt  when  men  thought.

Critic  Tickled  by  Pickled  Play

“The  Drunkard,”  an  old  fashioned  melodrama, 
staggered  onto  campus  last  week  to  become  an 
instant  hit. 

The  University  theatre  offering  was  slick 
and  relaxed  in  marked  contrast  to  the  weightier 
plays  of  the  regular  season.  An  inconsequential 
script  never  got  in  the  way  of  pyrotechnics  en- 
gineered by  director  Harold  Hansen  pnd  executed 
by  a cast  which  obviously  enjoyed  itself.  But  if 
the  material  rivaled  Iowa’s  tallest  corn,  the  lush 
production  sparkled  with  wit.  Alfred  Sensenback’s 
cartoon-effect  settings  caught  the  spirit  of  melo- 
drama and  sustained  it  for  the  lengthy  15  scenes. 
Without  the  settings  and  the  delightfully  abundant 
stage  business  by  the  director,  the  show  would 
have  been  too  dull  to  endure.  The  visual  effect 
was  also  enhanced  by  Bonnie  Turner  who  had  a 


field-day  with  the  make-up  kits. 

Each  of  the  character  roles  gave  its  performer 
an  opportunity  to  do  a “tour  de  force”  and  it  is 
difficult  to  single  anyone  out  for  special  mention. 
Ralph  Lundgreen  as  the  drunkard,  Barbara  West 
as  Mad  Agnes  and  Fred  Dixon  as  a reformed 
drunkard,  were  most  effective.  Two  technicians, 
who  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  current  sea- 
son', also  trod  the  boards  in  ‘The  Drunkard.” 
R'obert  Struthers  of  set  construction,  and  Junius 
Hamblin  of  lighting,  threaten  to  walk  away  with 
campus  acting  honors. 

Perhaps  more  important  than  anything,  how- 
ever, is  the  fact  that  most  of  the  performers  ap- 
pear in  University  theatre  for  the  first  time.  The 
production  was  designed  to  give  experience  to 
deserving  speech  students.  In  addition  to  acting, 
they  constructed  sets  and  worked  on  stage  crew.

and  review  it  objectively. 

And  speaking  of  objects,  in  our  criticism  it  should.be  remem- 
bered that  the  object  of  the  WYE  1 


magazine  is  merely  to  present 
the  best  literary  efforts  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  students. 
It  is  not  to  present  literature  of 
a sort  that  will  particularly  en- 
tertain or  please  you  or  anyone 
else,  but  to  present  pieces  judged 
best  on  the  basis  of  how  well  the 
author  has  succeeded  in  what  he 
tried  to  accomplish. 

Some  people  liked  the  trend'-of- 
thought  piece  “Stop  Biting  Your 
Nails”  and  some  didn’t,  but  the 
point  is  how  well  did  Richard  L. 
Pope  succeed  in  portraying  the 
character  and  mood  he  had  in 
mind.  He  is  very  successful  in 
conveying  the  feeling  of  Jerry’s 
distraught  mind.  His  disappoint- 
ments and  desires  are  vividly  ex- 
pressed and  we  appreciate  the  ac- 
curacy and  truth  of  Mr.  Pope’s 
observations.  Yet  if  many  of  us 
lost  interest  and  never  finished, 
it  was  probably  because  we  were 
confronted  not  only  with  discan- 
nected  thoughts  but  with  discon- 
nected words,  and  were  forced  to 
keep  going  back  trying  different 
combinations  of  words  with  which 
to  form  the  thoughts. 

Fletcher  Hicks’  native  Georgian 
background  probably  provided 
material  for  his  dramatic  strug- 
gle with  quicksand  entitled 
connection  between  the  “old 
folks”  and  the  events  related,  did 
little  to  strengthen  the  story, 
Fletcher  very  effectively  build  up 
suspense  leading  to  a powerful 


conclusion,  created  an  artful 
piece. 

“The  Helmet”  by  DuWayne  An- 
derson is  the  sort  of  genuine 
piece  that  causes  the  reader 
when  he  has  finished  to  just  sit 
there  and  think.  Simple,  but  with 
much  between  the  lines,  “The 
Helmet”  didn’t  have  time  to 
grow  many  faults. 

Turning  to  the  poetry  the  first 
-piece  we  come  to  is  L.  David  Wil- 
son’s treatise  on  daffodils  aptly 
titled  “What  Grows,”  for  it  does 
grow  into  a good  poem  and  be- 
ginning with  the  last  verse  it  is 
well-written  and  refreshing,  bring- 
ing smiles  over  its  ridiculous 
rhymes.  After  a bout  with  the 
dictionary  we  may  get  a vague 
feeling  of  the  discomfort  present 
in  Don  Rice’s  “Ennui,”  which  is 
perhaps  all  he  intended.  With  ac- 
curate imagry  Barbara  L.  Mc- 
Kay in  her  “Elusion”  has  quite 
expertly  captured  that  fleeting 
feeling  we  have  all  experienced 
when  contemplating  heavens  and 
never  been  able  to  put  into 
words.  “This  and  No  More”  by 
Geraldine  Asplund  is  a rich  sym- 
pathetic picture  of  autumn  all 
done  up  in  sharp  new  images, 
stimulating  and  pleasant  to  read'. 

Space  does  .not  permit  com- 
ment on  all  pieces  published  in 
the  WYE  but  favorable  comment 
should  be  made  on  the  excellent 
art' settings  for  the  various  pieces 
which  contributed  much  toward 
their  effectiveness.

Nev.,  secretary-treasurer;  Don 
Caldwell  (Fire  clan),  Midvale, 
historian;  Emory  Sekaquaptewa 
(Eagle  clan),  Oraibi,  Ariz.,  in 
charge  of  initiations  and  cultur- 
al subjects;  Mel  Murray  (Mon- 
gwi clan),  Boise,  Idaho,  in  charge 
of  religious  training;  and  Ernel 
Anderson  (Kataina  clan),  Fair- 
view,  overseeing  crafts. 

Membership  in  the  Tribe  is  de- 
termined by  the  Tribal  Council.

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Bray  Returns  From  Hawaii  After  Playing  With  Grid  Greats 


“Sonny,  I wish  you  could  come 
to  Oklahoma  and  play  football 
for  us.” 

All-American  halfback  Billy 
Vessels,  Mr.  Football' of  1952,  re- 
cently wrote  those  words  on  the 
football  program  of  his  new 
found  friend,  Sonny  Bray,  BYU’s 
260  pound  defensive  guard  from 
Hawaii. 

They  both  played  for  Coach 
Bud  Wilkinson  of  Oklahoma  Un- 
iversity on  the  Collegian  All- 
Star  team  in  the  Hula  Bowl  game 
in  Honolulu,  Jan.  4 and  Jan.  10. 

USC’s  Jim  Sears  and  Tommy 
O’Connell,  outstanding  player  of 
the  East-West  game,  also  played 


for  the  Collegians  in  Hawaii.  The 
best  players  of  1952  were  lined 
up  against  each  other  in  those 
games. 

Sonny  and  Charley  Kalani, 
Utah  University’s  two  year  all- 
conference guard,  were  the  only 
Hawaiians  in  the  games.  They 
were  invited  to  play  .and  prac- 
tice with  the  Collegians  by  Bud 
Wilkinson. 

These  two  Hawaiians  think  of 
each  other  as  brothers.  In  fact, 
Sonny,  who  lost  his  parents  early 
in  life,  has  lived  with  the  Kal- 
anis  since  his  grandmother  died 
when  he  was  15. 

“I’m  not  a great  ball  player 


like  those  Collegians,”  Sonny 
warmly  said,  “but  the  way  they 
treated  us,  we  were  great  ball 
players  too.  We  played  inspired 
ball  in  those  games.” 

The  all-Hawaiian  clash,  the  an- 
nual Coconut  Bowl  classic,  was 
held  December  21  and  27.  Both 
games  were  won  by  the  Champs, 
21-14  and  16-7. 

“I  want  to  thank  coaches  At- 
kinson and  Kimball,  and  the 
Down-Town  Quarterbacks  club 
for  arranging  my  transporta- 
ed  to  the  Y January  12. 

The  road  to  football  fame 
started  for  Sonny  becuse  of  an 
unfortunate  accident  in  1942 


when  he  worked  on  a harbor 
dredge  near  Honolulu. 

A ton  and  a half  counter-weight 
on  the  dredge  accidently  fell. 
Sonny,  seeing  another  worker  in 
its  path,  pushed  him  to  safety. 
In  doing  so  he  slipped  and  the 
falling  machine  cut  off  his  right 
hand.  He  received  $5000  compen- 
sation. 

The  accident  forced  him  to  quit 
high  school  in  1943,  and  it  took 
him  18  months  to  learn  to  write 
and  type  with  his  left  hand.  He 
was  hired  as  a clerk  in  the  Pearl 
Harbor  Navy  Yards  in  1945. 

The  next  year  Sonny  met  Bill 
Baker,  all  conference  center  for 


New  Mexico  University.  “Baker 
gave  me  confidence,”  said  Son- 
ny, “He  had  lost  his  left  hand 
and  made  all  conference  center.” 

That  was  the  spark.  In  1947 
Sonny  was  an  all-Hawaiian  player 
in  Utah  to  play  Weber  College. 
There  was  snow  on  the  ground 
and  Weber  won  the  first  game. 
Three  days  later  there  was  no 
snow  and  the  Hawaiians  won 
27-6. 

After  the  game,  Coach  Mech- 
am  of  Weber  offered  Sonny  a 
scholarship,  and  in  1949  Sonny 
played  for  Weber.  For  the  last 
two  years  he  has  been  a rock 
on  the  Cougar  defensive  line. 


Cats  Face  Pokes.  A&M  In  Race 


Rated  Even 
By  Experts 

The  Brigham  Young  basket- 
ball team  will  host  Coach  Bill 
Strannigan’s  Colorado  A&M  out- 
fit this  Saturday  night  to  round 
out  the  Y’s  tough  week-end 
schedule. 

Colorado  A&M  is  currently 
tied  with  the  Cougars  for  sec- 
ond place,  A&M  losing  only  to 
up-and-coming  New  Mexico. 

This  game  will  be  no  breather 
for  the  Y since  they  cannot  afford 
a home  floor  loss  if  they  expect 
to  stay  in  the  conference  race. 
Strannigan  has  a well  balanced 
club  which  was  picked  by  the 
Skyline  coaches  to  finish  high  in 
this  season’s  basketball  race. 

The  Rams  boast  three  men 
that  have  thus  far  pretty  well 
carried  their  attack.  Kinard,  Stu- 
ehm  and  Betz  are  all  averaging 
more  than  ten  points  a game  in 
conference  play.
